RETROSPECTION  AND  CIRCUMSPECTION. 

Parliament  is  about  to  meet.  The  rate  of  interest 
i.s  established  at  a  height  which,  in  this  country,  it 
,  has  hardly  ever  reach^,  and  has  never  before  main* 
tained  in  the  memory  of  man  ;  mercantile  and  ma* 
nufacturing  profit  is  vanishing  before  it,  merchants 
are  retiring  from  business,  manufacturers  pondering 


and  will  lend,  the  precious  metals  here,  because 
they  can  invest  them  here  in  fixed  Capitals  at  great 
momentary  advantage.  The  price  of  everything 
is  falling  and  will  continue  to  fall,  and  this  cause 
will  add  to  the  influx  of  the  precious  metals.  But 
the  withdrawal  which  we  have  described  of  so 
much  floating  Capital  from  reproductive  under¬ 
takings  will  lessen  the  usual  stock  of  our  manu¬

them,  and  country  gentlemen  will  soon  find  that 
mortgagees  who  can  make  an  interest  of  seven  or 
eight  per  cent,  on  the  security  of  all  the  property 
of  a  great  railroad  will  not  be  content  to  continue 
lending  to  them  on  the  security  of  their  estates  at 
four.  What  is  to  be  done  ? 

Retrospective  surveys  of  the  causes  in  which 
public  misfortunes  have  originated  are  generally 
uiqialiitable,  but  ours  shall  not,  at  any  rate,  be 
tedious.  The  bad  harvest,  the  high  price  of  cotton, 
and  the  Irish  loan,  were  three  considerable  and  con¬ 
current  causes,  of  which  the  two  first  were  eviilently 
beyond  the  reach  of  legislation  or  administration. 
Ttie  main  and  yet  subsisting  cause  was  created  by 
legislation  itself,  and  its  malignity  may  possibly 


This  condition  of  things  is  not  yet  at  its  culmi¬ 
nating  point.  It  will  reach  that  when  railroad 
calls  ana  railroad  expenditure,  having  seised  and 
appropriated  every  particle  that  they  can  reach, 
shall  then  finally  break  down.  The  community 
will  then  betaxe  itself  once  more  to  its  an¬ 
tecedent  avocations  of  production,  and  capital  will 
once  more  begin  to  accumulate. 

If  we  have  correctly  delineated  the  leading  out*

must  be  attended  with  such  difficulties  as  would  re* 
quire  very  unusual  nerve,  guided  by  very  great 
caution  and  circumspection,  on  the  part  of  any  Go¬ 
vernment  successfully  to  encounter.  Practically 
speaking,  therefore  (and  apart  from  practice  and 
action  we  perceive  no  use  in  discussing  this  subject), 
we  expect  little  remedial  advantage  from  any¬ 
thing  that  the  Legislature  will  prove  disposed  to  de¬ 
cree  regarding  railroads,  although  wo  shall  be  very 
glad  to  find  ourselves  disappointed.  We  ourselves 
do  not  propose  at  present  to  do  more  than  to  make 
what  the  physicians  call  a  diagnosis  of  the  disease. 

To  know  accurately  what  it  is,  and  how  its  baneful 
infiueuce  deranges  the  healthy  action  of  our  whole 
industrial  system,  is  so  far  useful  that  at  least 
it  will  prevent  our  running  after  illusory  remedies. 

Money — by  which  we  mean  the  precious  metals 
—  is  capital,  and  eminently  capital,  but  it  ia 
not  capital  in  that  form  or  sense  in  which  those 
who  have  covenanted  to  bring  forward  Capital  for 
railroads  propose  investing  it.  They  do  not  imagine 
that  they  are  to  invest  every  week  21,000  pounds 
weight  of  gold  (which  is  rather  under  the  weight  of 
1,000,000  sovereigns),  but  various  materials  which 
that  amount  of  money  will  command,  and  for  which 
it  is  to  be  exchanged.  Now,  we  say  that  the  various 
materials  here  referred  to  do  not  exist  to  the 


by  the  fear  of  a  total  wreck,  will  sacrifice  anything 
in  the  hope  of  retrieving  what  they  have  previously 
invested.  It  is  notorious  that,  for  this  mouth  past, 
twenty  per  cent,  has  been  no  uncommon  rate  for 
them  to  pay  ;  and  we  question  whether  any  rail¬ 
road  work  whatever  has  been  performed  for  these 
last  three  months  at  a  lower  charge  for  interest 
than  ten  per  cent.  Now'  the  mercantile  profit 
which  has  existed  in  England,  in  our  memory,  is 
generally  from  nine  to  ten  per  cent. :  this  is 
clearly  incompatible  with  a  rate  of  interest  of  nine, 
or  even  seven  per  cent. ;  and  as  the  merchant  and 
manufacturer  now  find  themselves  compelled  to 
pay  this  rate,  their  alternatives  of  choice  are- 
ruin  or  retirement  from  business. 

Once  arrived  at  this  stage  of  the  general  pres¬ 
sure,  a  clear  and  simple  explanation  of  the  actual 
condition  and  immediate  prospects  of  the  commer¬ 
cial  and  manufacturing  portion  of  the  community 
opens  before  us.

But  Government  cannot  do  all ;  much  must  depend 
on  the  spirit  and  resolution  of  the  gentry. 

The  great  policy  should  be  to  make  crime  profit¬ 
less  to  the  perpetrators  and  instigators,  and  to  sub¬ 
ject  the  people  of  the  vicinity  to  a  penalty  for  it,  in 
a  rate  for  an  increased  police,  or  for  soldiers  to  be 
quartered  amongst  them.  But  this  is  not  all  that 
might  be  done  to  league  the  people  on  the  side  of 
the  law  by  making  them  the  sufferers  upon  any  vio¬ 
lation  of  it.  In  such  a  case  as  the  murder  of  Major 
Mahon,  the  heir  should  make  an  example  of  the 
tenantry  whose  privity  to  the  crime  cannot  be 
doubted.  They  snould  be  swept  from  the  land,  to 
show  what  is  got  by  assassination,  or  by  connivance 
at  it,  or  sufferance  of  it.  Some  few  innocent  persons 
might  in  such  case  be  confounded  with  the  guilty ; 
but  for  the  object  of  a  deterring  example  serving  to 
protect  life,  this  risk  should  be  incurred.  We  have 
reprobated  exterminations  for  mere  pelf ;  but  when 
murder  has  been  committed  to  arrest  the  legitimate, 
the  beneficial  uses  of  property,  the  ejectment  of 
the  population  privy  to  the  guilt  would  be  a  right¬ 
eous  act.  Expulsion  is  the  lot  of  Cain.  Where  a 
tenantry  have  seen  their  landlord  bite  the  dust  with¬ 
out  raising  a  hand  against  the  murderers,  there  let 
them  not  be  suffered  to  live — their  banishment  from 
the  blood-stained  spot  is  a  just  penalty.  We  should 
like  to  hear  that  the  proprietor  who  succeeds  the  la¬ 
mented  Major  Mahon  had  upon  the  first  legal  oppor¬ 
tunity  used  his  powers  as  a  landlord,  backed  by  any 
military  force  tnat  might  be  necessjiry,  to  clear  his 
land  of  all  the  wretches  who  passively  witnessed  or 
connived  at  the  recent  assassination.  It  would  be  a 
politic  retribution.  But  in  precise  proportion  to  the 
utility  of  such  an  example  is  the  pemiciousness  of 
ejectments  for  avaricious  motives,  and  presenting  the 
baneful  lesson  of  disregard  of  humanity. 

To  tell  an  Irish  peasant  that  he  must  quit 
his  land  is  often  much  the  same  thing  as 
telling  a  man  at  sea  in  the  middle  of  the 
Atlantic  that  he  must  ouit  the  ship  and  shift 
for  himself  as  he  may  in  the  deep.

importance.  The  machinery  of  Government  re¬ 
mained  the  same.  As  the  circumference  expanded, 
the  centre  grew  weaker.  Instead  of  surveying  our 
Colonial  empire,  and  adopting  a  policy  equal  to  the 
great  duty  which  fell  to  our  lot,  we  stood  still  and 
folded  our  hands,  whilst  all  was  in  motion  around 
us.  As  the  claims,  the  rights,  and  interests  of  Colo¬ 
nies  and  Colonists  sprung  up  and  multiplied  in  all 
their  vigour  and  freshness,  they  were  allowed  to  sink 
into  oblivion  in  Downing  street,  as  whole  rivers  sink 
into  the  sands  of  a  desert.  The  Colonist  appealed 
in  vain  to  the  Mother- Country.  The  maternal  repre¬ 
sentative  was  an  old  lady,  too  far  advanced  in  years 
to  sympathise  with  her  younger  children,  whose 
noise  she  rebuked  and  whose  freedom  she  denounced 
as  disobedience. 

In  fact,  we  did  not  govern  our  Colonies  in  any 
good  sense  of  the  word,  and  at  the  same  time  we 
anxiously  and  sedulously  prevented  their  governing 
themselves.  In  fact,  we  let  them  drift  on,  for  the 
sake  of  monopoly  and  patronage.  One  great  cause 
of  this  was  the  weakness  and  insufficiency  of  our . 
machinery  for  government.  We  were  indifferent, 


after  his  quitting  the  scenes  of  so  many  laborious 
and  anxious  years. 


One  of  Bishop  Berkeley’s  pregnant  queries  is  the 
following  :  “  Whether  it  is  not  a  great  point  to 
know  what  we  wmdd  be  at  ?  And  whether  whole 
States  as  well  as  private  persons  do  not  often  fluc¬ 
tuate,  for  want  of  this  knowledge  I  ”  To  this  great 
point  Ireland  does  not  seem  much  nearer  to-day  than 
when  the  celebrated  Bishop  of  Cloyne  mooted  it.

Since  the  Lord  Lieutenant  will  not  deliberate  on 
Irish  affairs,  it  is  quite  right  that  the  Irish  them¬ 
selves  should  do  so.  We  should  like  very  much  to 
see  the  Members  of  Parliament  and  the  Members  of 
the  Government  deliberating  together  in  times  like 
these ;  but  since  the  Government  will  do  nothing, 
the  Members  of  Parliament  must  only  act  alone. 
It  has  occurred  to  us  as  a  little  odd  that  these  Irish 
gentlemen  should  have  deferred  deliberating  until 
the  first  of  November  ;  being  of  so  deliberative  a 
turn,  and  having  had  the  entire  long  vacation  to  de. 
liberate  in.  We  presume  they  have  been,  all 
that  time,  preparing  themselves  laboriously  in  the 
doset  for  the  commencement  of  their  senatorial 
labours  ;  for  such  men  of  course  keep  no  intellectual 
sabbaths.  It  is  all  work  and  no  play  with  them. 
But  having  looked  with  some  anxiety  to  the 
course  of  their  proceedings,  we  must  be  ex¬ 
cused  for  having  found  them  anything  but  satisfac- 
tory. 

The  mere  fact  of  four  political  associations  simul¬ 
taneously  sitting  is  a  deplorable  proof  of  want  of 
union  and  unity  of  purpose.  There  is  the  Irish 
Confederation,  the  Repeal  Association,  the  Irish 
Council,  and  the  Council  of  Distress  and  Safety. 
The  people  do  not  know  ‘‘  what  they  would  be  at.” 
Their  very  unions  are  evidence  of  division,  and  their 
deliberations  prove  their  distraction.  They  require 
Englishmen  to  respect  them,  yet  their  societies  have 
no  respect  for  one  another.  Conciliation  Hall  laughs 
at  the  Rotundo,  and  the  Rotundo  disdains  Concilia¬ 
tion  Hall.  Doctor  Power,  member  for  the  County 
of  Cork,  took  the  chair  on  Monday  last  at  the  Re¬ 
peal  Association,  and  thus  speaks  of  the  Irish 
Council  (using  obstetrical  imagery  becoming  an 
accoucheur  called  in  to  deliver  a  country ) — 

He  atietided  the  meeting  held  on  Thursday,  and  he 
there  saw  assembled  the  peer  and  the  commoner,  the  bar¬ 
rister  and  the  physician,  tne  Whig  and  the  Tory,  all  appa¬ 
rently  anxious  to  carry  out  the  great  objects  they  had  in 
view— to  saTo  the  people  from  the  famine  with  which  they 
are  threatened,  and  his  hopes  for  the  result  had  been  raised  ; 
but  they  only  found  in  that  result  the  realisation  of  the  fable 
of  the  mountain  and  the  mouse.  Ireland  was  in  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  mountain,  and  her  great  men  and  state  physicians 
thronged  around  her  couch  ;  but  instead  of  justifying  the 
hopes  of  the  nation  by  presenting  to  it  an  offspring  beautiful 
in  Its  outline,  perfect  in  its  form,  and  faultless  in  its  symme¬ 
try,  it  had  presented  to  it  only  an  unlicked  and  shapeless 
abortion,  disgusting  to  Ireland,  ridiculous  and  amusing  to 
England.  (Cheers.)” 

Mr  John  O’Connell  alluded  to  the  proceedingg  of 
the  same  Society  in  these  words : 

"  Allusion  had  been  made  to  the  Irish  Council ;  he  had 
attended  it,  and  though  he  recognised  much  of  good,  and 
perhaps  of  benevolence,  amongs*.  the  gentlemen  who  had 
taken  a  prominent  part  in  the  formation  of  the  body,  he 
thought  It  Was  deplorable  at  such  a  period  of  distress  as  this 
tliat  they  should  come  to  resolutions  so  very  vague,  in  many 
cases  unmeaning  and  complicated,  with  many  and  serious 
omissions.  With  regard  to  the  su^ect  of  the  income-tax,  he 
thought  nothing  could  be  more  nnwise  than  for  the  Irish  to 
invite  the  lash  to  their  own  backs.” 

The  best  of  this  is,  that  at  the  meeting  of  the  Irish 
Council  Mr  John  O’Connell  had  seconded  a  resolu¬ 
tion  in  favour  of  an  income-tax  ;  the  measure 
which,  speaking  in  Conciliation  Hall,  he  denounces 
as,  “  a  fash  for  the  backs  of  the  Irish  people  ” ! 
He  is  naturally  anxious  to  extricate  himself  trom  a 
position  of  such  rare  absurdity,  but  with  all  his 
floundering  he  cannot  get  out  of  the  bog : 

It  might  be  said  he  had  himself  seconded  the  resolution 
in  favour  of  it,  but  when  he  was  asked  to  second  it  he  said  be 
did  not  agree  to  this  resolution.  Oh,  said  they,  but  you  are 
not  called  upon  to  agree.  (Cheers  and  laughter.)  Distinctly 
he  was  told  *  we  don’t  ask  unanimity  of  opinion,  wo  rather 
seek  diversity  of  opinion  and  ho  (Mr  J.  O'Connell)  said, 
if  you  want  diversity  of  opinion,  yeu  are  quite  certain  of 
having  it.  ” 

It  is  pleasant  and  rather  bold,  after  this,  to  bear 
Mr  Maurice  O’Connell  appealing  to  the  meeting  of 
the  Irish  Council  as  a  practical  refutation  of  the 
opinion  that  an  Irish  Parliament  would  not  be  a 
very  harmonious  and  discreet  assembly.  How  are 
vse  to  know  the  sentiments  of  any  body  of  men  ex¬ 
cept  by  their  resolutions  when  they  hold  formal 
meetings  ?  But  we  are  told  that  the  resolutions  of 
the  Irish  Council  do  not  express  the  sentiments  even 
of  their  movers  and  seconders.  Bow  do  we  know  but 
that  the  resolutions  of  Goooiliation  Hall  are  equallv 
inexpressive  of  real  opinions  t  Who  knows  at  this 
moment  whether  Mr  John  O’Connell  is  or  is  not 
for  an  income-tax  t  It  is  certainly  of  not  much  com  I 
sequence,  except  as  a  striking  proof  that  he  does  not 
know  **  what  he  would  oe  at.” 

.  At  the  meeting  at  the  Rotundo,  on  the  6th  in- 
stanti  the  following  resolution  was  moved :

^  We  lee  no  gnat  objection  to  thiii  inasmuch  ai,  in 
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point  of  fact,  the  only  ''practicable  case”  is 
where  Irish  manufactures  arc  as  good  as  English, 
and  not  higher-priced.  But  the  proposition  in  this 
shape  was  not  aefinite  enough,  so  the  following  re¬ 
solution  was  tacked  to  it : 

**  Be  it  resoh-eJ  by  this  mectiug,  that  on  and  after  the  1st 
of  July,  1848,  we  will  not  purchase,  nor  allow  to  be  pur¬ 
chased  for  us,  any  articles  whatever  of  foreign  production,  if 
the  same  be  then  produced  equally  good  and  cheap  in  Ire¬ 
land,  the  intervening  timo  being  allowed  to  those  wlio  have 
money  invested  in  foreign  manufactures  to  dispose  of  such 
stock  witliout  any  sacritice  to  thomselves.” 

What  is  meant  by  “  allow  to  be  purchased  for 
us  ?”  We  doubt  if  the  framers  of  the  resolutiou 
themselves  could  tell  us- 

A  tailor  rose  and  stated  that  on  no  occasion  had 
he  ever  been  called  on  by  a  customer  to  give  him 
Irish  cloth  ;  and  one  instance  occurred  to  him  where 
a  gentleman  desired  him  not  to  give  him  anything 
Irish.  That  was  a  feeling,”  said  the  tailor,  “  of 
which  Irishmen  should  l>e  ashamed.”  We  do 
not  agree  in  this  opinion.  No  man  should 
be  ashamed  of  turning  his  money  to  the  best 
account ;  the  thing  to  blush  for  would  lie  pur¬ 
chasing  bad  cloth,  when  good  was  to  l>e  had  for 
the  same  money.  What  takes  place  in  Dublin,  takes 
place  equally  in  London.  We  never  purchase  Eng¬ 
lish  goods  when  those  of  any  other  country  are 
procurable  of  better  quality  for  the  same  price,  or  of 
equal  quality  lor  loss  price.  This  is  called  thrift  in 
England.  The  opposite  course  is  extravagance  ;  the 
“wilful  waste” that  leads  to  “  woful  want  and  the 
less  money  people  have,  the  more  careful  should 
they  be  to  turn  it  to  the  best  advantage. 

The  spirit  of  the  resolutiou  was  to  pledge  Irish 
gentlemen  to  l>ecome  sentimental  spendthrifts  ;  and 
we  are  sorry  to  have  to  record  that  they  took  the 
pledge  by  a  majority  of  ton.  They  were  wanied  by 
Sir  Oolman  O’Loglilen,  and  one  or  two  of  the  more 
sensible  speakers,  that  they  were  only  exposing  them¬ 
selves  to  ridicule,  but  Irish  gentlemen  are  so  rich 
that  they  can  afl'ord  to  be  laughed  at.  Nobody  thinks 
of  the  poor  consumers  in  these  romantic  discussions. 
The  cry  is  to  give  a  forced  custom  and  a  dishonest 
profit  to  a  handful  of  inferior  msuiufacturcrs.  But 
in  truth  the  debating  of  such  pro{>ositions  is  sad 
trifling  ;  and  what  is  still  worse,  it  is  an  exposure  of 
want  of  purpose  and  want  of  discretion  which  Irish 
gentlemen  might  with  advantage  have  spared  them¬ 
selves.  Tom  Steele  declares  in  a  letter  which  ho 
published  the  other  day,  that  his  political  career 
ended  with  the  life  of  his  “  gorgeous”  loader, 
O’Connell.  Henceforward  ho  will  devote  himself 
exclusively  to  “  literary  pursuits  and  submarine 
operations.”  Would  that  some  hundred  Irish  poli¬ 
ticians  would  follow  the  example  of  Tom  Steele  !

EVENTS  OF  THE  WEEK. 

Among  the  most  prominent  incidents  of  the 
past  week  that  have  claimed  attention,  apart 
from  the  Panic,  Irish  crime,  or  Irish  deoat- 
ing  societies,  is  an  important  movement  in  the 
right  direction  in  the  management  of  our  Tropical 
Colonies.  Lord  Grey  has  communicated  to  the 
West  India  Association  a  despatch  w  hich  distinctly 
indicates  the  Ministerial  intentions  with  regard  to 
those  Colonies.  We  need  not  advert  to  the  griev¬ 
ances  the  West  Indians  have  for  some  time  laboured 
under,  or  their  more  special  causes.  There  are 
few  things  more  startling  than  the  contrast  be¬ 
tween  the  beauty  of  a  great  moral  idea,  as  con¬ 
ceived  in  the  mind  of  an  original  thinker,  and 
the  vulgar  fanaticism  of  many  of  the  agencies  by 
which  it  is  in  course  of  time  diffused  through  so¬ 
ciety,  and  made  part  of  a  nation’s  creed.  In  the 
annals  of  mere  humanity  there  is  not  a  finer 
example  of  the  heroism  of  charity  than  the  young 
Clarkson  devoting  himself  to  the  cause  of  negro 
emsneipation ;  and  there  is  certainly  nothing  more 
repulsive  than  the  career  of  many  of  the  later 
anii-elavery  agitators.  U  might  make  us  half 
credulous  at  tiroes  ti^t  negro  emancipation  bad 
been  at  last  concede^  less  firom  the  conviction  of  its 
justice  than  to  get  rid  of  a  set  of  intrusive  brawlers. 
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I  No  business,  however  important,  has  for  years 
passed  unobstructed  by  these  self-called  negroes’ 
friends.  Regardless  of  everything  but  their 
one  idea,  unrestrained  by  anv  sense  of  de¬ 
licacy  or  decorum,  their  fanatical  dogmatism  not 
only  prevented  all  preparation  of  the  negro  for 
freedom,  but  has  thwarted  every  attempt  to 
re-establish  the  due  balance  of  labour  and  ca¬ 
pital  since  he  obtained  it.  Lord  John  Russell 
was  the  first  to  struggle  earnestly  against  the 
despotism  of  Exeter  Hall  in  this  matter,  and 
Lord  drey  is  doomed  to  crush  it.  The  lan¬ 
guage  of  the  dispatch  just  issued  cannot  fail 
to  strike  all  the  better  class  of  intellects 
among  the  West  Indians.  It  is  cordial  and  defer¬ 
ential,  without  bciu^  fawning.  It  indicates^  a 
lively  concern  for  their  interest,  without  pandering 
to  their  class  views.  It  holds  out  the  promise  of 
assistance  in  the  onlv  way  that  can  amend  their 
condition;  warning  them  at  the  same  time  that 
there  is  no  hope  of  concessions  at  the  expense  of 
other  classes.  It  is  emphatically  an  honest  state- 
paper;  not  only  ill  this  respect,  but  in  the  guarded 
measure  of  its  promises  respecting  fVee-labour 
immigration.  We  know  not  how  the  parlies  more 
immediately  concerned  may  feel,  but  we  should 
have  trusted  it  less  had  its  promises  been  greater. 

Turning  from  the  British  Colonial  Minister  to 
the  jmsg  comitatiu  of  Greek  Ministers,  it  is  as  if 
not  one  short  week,  but  many  centuries  were  inter¬ 
posed  between  them.  A  recent  scene  in  King 
Otho’s  Cabinet  is  not  exactly  Homeric.  Ther- 
sites  is  there  in  the  person  of  one  Rigas  Palamedes 
(Rigdum  Funnidos),  but  no  y\xv)tZvts  ap¬ 

pears  upon  the  scene  of  his  mischief-making. 
The  storm  evoked  by  the  scurrility  of  the  Mi¬ 
nister  of  the  Interior  resembles  more  a  pot¬ 
house  braw  l  than  a  squabble  among  even  Court 
parasites.  The  Prime  Minister  punishes  the 
abuse  of  his  subordinate  colleague  by  a  blow 
in  tlie  face ;  the  culled  offender  retaliates  by 
hurling  a  footstool  at  his  President’s  bead  ; 
and  the  missile,  diverted  from  its  legitimate 
aim,  prostrates  the  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs. 
There  arc,  we  believe,  still  some  survivors  of  that 
old  school  among  us  which  denied  the  competency 
of  the  negro  race  to  inaintaiu  civil  government; 
but  w  e  read  iii  the  annals  of  llayli  of  nothing  half 
so  disgraceful  as  this  Attic  frenzy. 

By  the  irresistible  association  of  ideas,  a 
brawl  is  pretty  sure  to  conjure  up  the  image 
of  the  Bishop  of  Exeter.  His  lordship  has  beeu 
figuring  this  week  iu  the  new  character  of 
a  good-natured  fellow,  pardoning  the  trans)^res- 
sions  of  a  scapegrace  spiritual  sou.  One  ol  his 
Cornish  Vicars  appears  to  have  got  drunk  some 
time  ago  iu  the  town  of  Budmin,  and  to  have 
swaggered  and  sworn  like  a  dragoon  iu  the 
market-place.  This  act  of  ebriety  and  profanity 
having  been  clearly  established  against  the  culprit, 
the  case  was  relerred  to  the  Bishop,  who  sen¬ 
tenced  him  to  he  gravely  admonished.  His  grace 
of  Exeter  explains  this  leniency  by  stating  that 
“  the  acts  charged  being  only  of  one  day,  do  not 
amount  to  habits  of  drunkenness  or  nrofanencss 
vet  that  the  drunken  day  at  Bodmin  nad  in  all  pro¬ 
bability  been  preceded  by  others,  we  may  surmise 
from  the  Bishop’s  allusion  to  the  terms  of  a  me¬ 
morial  sent  to  him  by  the  culprit’s  parishioners, 
indicating  neither  experience  of  uniform  good 
conduct  on  the  part  of  their  V’^icar,  nor  even  a 
confident  hope  of  his  future  improvement.”  Then 
wlw  so  light  a  sentence  for  so  “  heavy”  a  case  ? 

But  excessive  leniency  to  gross  moral  delin¬ 
quents  is  not  confined  to  the  Church.  The  Lord 
Mayor  has  been  emulating  the  Bishop.  An  old 
pensioner  of  the  East  India  House  charged  a 
young  wroman  at  the  Mansion-house  a  few  days 
ago  with  picking  his  pocket.  On  inquiry  it 
appeared  that  he  had  married  the  girl  six  years 
ago,  having  married  her  mother  a  fortnight  be* 
fore  ;  and  had  refused  to  provide  for  a  child 
which  his  second  wife  had  borne  to  him.  With  a 
shocking  mixture  of  depravity  and  dotage,  he 
asked  the  Mayor  to  persuade  the  mother-wife  to 
live  with  him  and  the  daughter-wife,  as  a  pro¬ 
tection  against  the  latter.  Yet  the  Lord  Mayor 
dismissed  the  case  with  regret  that  he  could  not 
compel  the  support  of  the  child,  and  a  simple 
caution  to  the  aelinquent  to  be  more  guarded  in 
his  admissions ! 

The  recent  diplomatic  policy  of  the  French  Go¬ 
vernment  has  this  week  received  strange  and 
disastrous  comment.  On  the  same  day  we  bad 
intelligence  that  the  French  Minister  at  Naples  had 
committed  suicide,  and  the  French  Ambassador  at 
Turin  had  been  committed  to  a  lunatic  asylum. 
The  madness  of  the  former  (the  notorious  Bresson) 
seems  to  have  had  its  origin  in  spite  for  the  neglect 
of  singularly  unscrupulous  service.  Nor  is  England 
without  its  mischievous  madmen,  though  in  lower 
spheres.  How  people  managed  before  gunpowder 
was  invented  it  is  difficult  to  imagine,  for  now  it  ia 
the  great  voice  for  expressing  all  passions.  The 
burning  of  gunpowder  proclaims  servile  loyalty  at 
St  Petersburg,  the  reality  of  the  Charter  gt  Paris, 
democratic  jubilee  throughout  the  United  States, 
and  the  lingering  misconceptions  of  Figotry  ig 
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England.  American  statists  have  amused  them¬ 
selves  by  estimating  the  number  of  Tives  annually 
sacrificed  by  this  mode  of  celebrating  the  festival 
of  independence ;  but  it  is  not  improbable  that  Guy 
Fawkes  has  as  many  sacrifices  to  his  memory  in 
England  as  the  fathers  of  the  Republic  in  the 
United  States.  This  year  the  intensity  of  Fawkes- 
olatry  (as  Puseyites  might  term  it)  appears  to 
have  gained  in  intensity,  to  judge  by  the 
increased  number  and  splendour  of  the  effigies 
hawked  about.  Sceptics  may  indeed  insinuate, 
that,  as  in  the  Church  of  Rome  in  her  deca¬ 
dence,  these  acts  of  devotion  have  now  devolved 
entirely  on  the  mendicant  orders  ;  but  whether  the 
offspring  of  enthusiasm  or  sordid  jugglery,  they  are 
mischievous  as  ever.  Devastation  has  been  wrought 
under  their  pretence  by  rioters  at  Lewes ;  boys 
have  been  burned  to  death  by  fire-works,  and  men 
killed  by  the  bursting  of  cannon  in  Manchester ; 
and  a  railway,  not  contented  with  its  legitimate 
and  wholesale  modes  of  murder,  has  betaken 
itselfto  killing  in  detail  by  sky-rockets  in  honour 
of  Guy  Fawkes.  Some  fire-works  detained  at  the 
Bricklayers’  Station  (it  being  illegal  to  forward 
them  by  railway)  were  ordered  by  the  Directors  of 
the  South-Eastern  to  be  destroyed,  not  by  im¬ 
mersing  them  in  water,  but  by  lighting  them  on 
Guy  Fawkes’s-day.  The  consequence  was  that 
the  whole  collection  took  fire  by  the  grossest  neg¬ 
ligence,  and  a  woman  was  killed. 

On  the  whole,  the  absurd  so  far  preponderates 
in  these  incidents  of  the  week,  that  to  avoid  same¬ 
ness  we  must  hasten  to  close  this  review.  In 
Holland  we  find  the  Government  taking  upon 
itself  the  cost  of  supporting  all  “  seventh  children” 
lawfully  begotten.  Were  the  old  prejudice  in 
favour  of  the  seventh  son  of  a  seventh  son 
still  in  vogue,  this  might  be  regarded  as  a 
device  for  ensuring  a  succession  of  wise  men 
to  the  nation.  In  Warwickshire,  we  have 
a  grown  man  placing  a  handkerchief  of  clay 
“  from  a  young  maiden’s  grave  ”  beneath  his  dying 
brother’s  pillow,  as  a  counter-agent  to  the  “  witch¬ 
craft”  of  another  young  maiden.  But  do  the  Presby¬ 
tery  of  Edinburgh  show  much  more  freedom  from 
th^  superstition  of  barbarous  times,  in  opposing  the 
ii  duction  of  their  new  Hebrew  Professor  because 
1  e  c  innot  conform  to  the  old  university  tests  ?  Mr 
Em  erson,  a  pilgrim  teacher  from  America,  has 
msinwhile  been  lecturing  about  Swedenborg  to 
th3  wondering  working-men  of  the  Manchester 
Athenseum,  and  telling  them  that  the  so-called 
visionary  and  madman  led  really  the  most  sane  life 
of  any  man  living  along  with  him  in  the  world. 

The  good  people  of  Worcester  have  been  some¬ 
what  over-alarming  themselves  about  the  Cholera. 
A  reasonable  alarm  is  salutary  enough,  and,  with 
the  disastrous  amount  of  epidemic  disease  now 
prevalent,  every  possible  sanitary  provision  is 
absolutely  called  for ;  but  the  terrible  visitant  now 
expected  would  certainly  seem  to  have  taken  a 
north-easterly  direction  since  its  entrance  into  Eu- 
rope,  and  it  may  still  be  permitted  us  to  escape  the 
plague.  Of  the  course  of  the  not  less  terrible  pesti¬ 
lence  no  w  afflicting  another  hemisphere,  we  have  had 
some  curious  details  this  week  in  the  Mexican  letters 
of  the  Chronide,  which  are  written  in  a  somewhat 
lively  tone  for  the  nature  of  the  incidents  they 
record.

I  life  and  custom  ;  with  what  a  personal  love  he  fol¬ 
lows  the  fortunes  of  good,  mild,  venerable  Isaac 
through  all  the  trials  and  vicissitudes  of  his  chil¬ 
dren  ;  with  what  national  naivet6  he  sets  forth 
Sterne,  and  Shakespeare,  aiui  Mackenzie^  as  unequal 
to  cope  in  pathos  with  Judah’s  address  to  Joseph  ; 
with  what  relish  he  enjoys  the  details  of  the  erection 
of  the  tabernacle,  dwelling  on  the  very  ornaments 
of  the  candlestick,  and  drawing  genial  wisdom  from 
their  forms  of  grace  ;  how  sublimely  earnest  is  his 
following  in  the  path  of  Moses,  and  with  what  affec¬ 
tionate  awe  and  love  he  waits  upon  the  steps  of 
“  good  old  Joshua  the  reader  can  only  learn  from 
the  volume  itself.  There  is  never  a  misgiving  of  the 
life,  the  truth,  the  absolute  reality,  of  a  single  pas¬ 
sage.  The  venerable  chronicle  has  been  his  lifelong 
study,  and,  at  a  thought,  his  vivid  imagination  lights 
up  its  inmost  stores.  He  will  have  no  discussion  of 
the  miracles  of  Joshua.  He  sees  the  sun  and  moon, 
that  they  did  stand  still ;  the  one  resting  over 
Gibeon,  and  the  other  in  the  valley  of  Ajalon.  He 
beholds,  by  no  “  optical  delusion,”  the  Land  as  it  was 
shown  to  Moses  ;  and,  as  they  were  deposited  in  the 
Ark  of  the  Testimony,  he  looks  on  at  the  two  Tables 
written  by  God’s  own  hand.  “  What  a  relict,”  he 
exclaims,  “  what  a  memorial  of  the  living  God,  for 
any  people  to  have  possessed  !  ” 

We  can  conceive  no  book,  for  these  reasons,  so 
likely  to  be  of  beneficial  tendency  in  private  as  well 
as  family  devotion.  It  is  to  the  mind  what  his 
favourite  Pictorial  BiUe  is  to  the  eye.  The  wearied 


Daily  Scripture  Readings  ( Horae  BiUicce  Quotidiance ). 

By  the  late  Thomas  Chalmers,  D.D.,  LL.D.  Three 

Vols.  Constable. 

This  handsome  volume  forms  the  first  of  a  series 
which  will  comprise  the  whole  of  Doctor  Chalmers’s 
Posthumous  Works^  issued  under  the  care  and  super¬ 
intendence  of  his  son-in-law,  the  Rev.  William 
Hanna.  It  had  been  announced  that  these  writings 
were  left  by  their  author  in  a  state  of  much 
greater  completeness  for  the  press  than  is  usual  with 
posthumous  publications,  and  that  they  differed  also 
for  the  most  part  both  in  substance  and  style  from 
any  of  his  previous  productions.  The  greater  por¬ 
tion  of  them  were  understood  to  be  of  a  practical 
and  devotional  character,  couched  in  very  familiar 
forms  of  expression,  and  divested  of  all  formality 
of  arrangement. 

We  find  this  to  be  eminently  the  case  with  the 
work  selected  to  open  the  series.  Two  collections  of 
comments  on  the  Bible  are  proposed  to  be  included 
commenced  by  Doctor  Chalmers  in  October 


in  it ;  as  < 

1841,  and  continued  with  unbroken  regularity  till 
the  day  of  his  decease.  “  Go  where  he  might,”  says 
Mr  Hanna,  “however  he  might  be  engaged,  each 
week-day  had  its  few  verses  read,  thought  over, 
written  upon — forming  what  he  denominated  Horae 
Bihlicce  Qmtidiance  ;  each  Sabbath-day  had  its  two 
chapters,  one  in  the  Old  and  the  other  in  the  New 
Testament,  with  the  two  trains  of  meditative  devo¬ 
tion  recorded  to  which  the  reading  of  them  respec¬ 
tively  gave  birth — forming  what  he  denominated 
Horae  Biblicce  Sahbaiicce."  The  more  private  and  per¬ 
sonal  character  of  the  second  journal,  it  would  seem, 
caused  some  doubt  to  be  entertained  of  the  propriety 
of  making  it  public  ;  but  this  ultimately  yielded  to 
considerations  which  were  thought  to  bo  more  im¬ 
portant,  and  both  journals  will  be  comprised  in  the 
present  publication.  Though  the  means  for  a  judg¬ 
ment  on  that  decision  are  not  yet  before  us,  we  do 
not  for  a  moment  doubt  that  the  highest  motives 
have  induced  it ;  but  without  impugning  these,  we 
must  declare  our  strong  conviction  that  the  author’s 
own  intention  should  be  rigidly  respected  in  writings 
of  this  kind,  and  that  no  other  consideration,  how¬ 
ever  strengthened  by  the  desire  to  do  honour  to  his 
memory  or  good  to  the  world,  should  be  allowed  to 
govern  the  question  of  fitness  or  unfitness  for  pub¬ 
lication. 

Gf  the  excellent  public  tendency  of  that  portion 
of  the  readings  which  is  now  presented  to  us,  no 
question  can  be  entertained.  Though  the  idea  in¬ 
volved  in  them  is  not  new,  their  tone  and  treatment 
are  eminently  so.  They  are  unique  in  that  respect 
Their  object  cannot  be  described  as  learned  or  ela¬ 
borate  in  any  form,  critical,  historical,  or  doctrinal. 
The  pen  was  taken  up,  really  and  solely,  for  the 
writer’s  private  benefit ;  to  bring  his  mind  into  as 
close  ana  full  contact  as  was  possible  with  the  pas- 


Tbe  Yankees  reserve  all  their 
civility,  it  seems,  for  the  talkers  of  English.  “  It  is 
very  amusing,”  says  the  writer,  “to  hear  the  Ame¬ 
ricans  and  the  Mexicans  bartering  together,  each 
speaking  bis  own  tongue.*  The  American  soldiers  are 
such  very  unsuspicious  fellows,  that  they  go 
with  the  Mexicans  to  drink,  and  when  tipsy  are 
assassinated  in  a  most  cowardly  manner.  We 
hear  of  some  six  or  seven  murders  of  this  sort 
every  day.  The  common  soldiers  are  generally 
very  dirty,  quite  as  bad  as  the  Mexicans,  and  a 
great  many  of  the  officers  not  much  better ;  and  as 
for  smoking,  chewing,  and  spitting — Heaven  send 
us  well  through  it  all!  They  are  all  fond  of 
juleps,  &c.,  and  begin  pretty  early  in  the  morning. 
Another  very  disagreeable  feature  in  the  Yankees 
is  the  terrible  way  in  which  they  swear.”  A  letter  of 
two  days*  later  date  (within  a  fortnight  alter  the 
capture  of  the  city)  closes  characteristically. 
“  The  ‘  Na9ionar  is  advertised  to  open  to-morrow 
with  the  of  J^ont  and  the  Loan  of  a  Lover  ;

I  forgot  to  teU  you 
fiffy-eight  Irishmen  wre  hangedl*  We  may  add  i 
to  this  cool  intimation  that  a  certain  “  General  I 


“These  are  the  books  I 
use,”  be  said  to  a  friend.  “  All  that  is  Biblical  is 
there.  I  have  to  do  with  nothing  besides  in  my 
Biblical  study.”

knew  thnt  my  voice  would  nt  once  frighten  hiin  away,  if  I 
raieed  the  horrid  unearthly  yell  need  by  the  natives  to  scare 
wild  beasts,  and  even  which  the  tiger  will  hardly  resist  unless 
much  press^  with  hunger. 

**  Still  I  felt  more  inclined  to  watch  him.  Once  I  thought 
of  going  round  the  other  way  and  getting  my  pm,  but  reiHly 
he  looked  so  much  like  a  man  that  I  could  not  have  shot 
him.  He  continued  to  grin  and  spit  until  1  turaed  away, 
hoping  he  would  resume  his  former  sedate  position.  As 
soon,  however,  as  he  thought  my  eve  was  on  him  he  roso 
leisurely  from  his  chair,  stepped  slowly  out  of  the  verandah, 
caught  hold  of  a  branch  of  the  banian-tree,  and  swung  him- 


biography  as  amending  in  the  exemplars  of  all  that  is 
good  and  great  in  the  character  of  man.  One  likes  the  ex¬ 
uberant  and  affectionate  hospitality  of  the  good  old  man  ; 
and  the  very  material  of  which  it  was  made  up  enters  most 
Utly  and  beautifully  into  the  description  of  the  whole  scene. 
1  do  not  know  if  it  has  ever  been  made  the  subject  of  a 
painting,  but  surely  there  is  enough  of  the  visible  and  the 
local  to  furnish  the  artist  with  objects  for  an  impressive  re¬ 
presentation  :  the  tent  door,  the  tree,  Abraham  and  Sarah, 
the  three  strangers,  the  servant,  and  the  food  which  was 
dressed  and  set  before  them.  Let  me  not  hide  myself  as 
heretofore  from  my  own  flesh.  Let  me  remember  that  hos¬ 
pitality,  even  to  tne  unknown,  thus  exemplified  in  the  Old, 
u  expressly  enjoined  in  the  New  Testament,  and  under  the 
warrant,  too,  of  the  example  recorded  in  the  earlier  Scrip¬ 
tures — 'For  thereby  some  have  entertained  angels  unawares.' 
I  have  much  to  learn  and  much  to  unlearn  ere  I  attain  the 
perfection  of  the  second  law. 

"  I  figure  the  great  deference  of  Abraham  for  these  un¬ 
known  personages,  in  bis  standing  by  them  while  they  ate — 
as  if  officiating  in  the  capacity  of  their  servant.  Connect 
this  with  their  being  unknown,  with  his  being  unaware  of 
their  dignity ;  and  we  see  in  this  trait  an  exhibition  of  the 
virtue — to  honour  all  men.” 

NATURE  AS  IT  WAS  AND  IS. 

"  It  may  appear  a  trifling  and  puerile  remark  ;  but  I  must 
confess  myself  much  interested  by  the  identity  of  human  na¬ 
ture  in  its  more  familiar  working  at  very  distant  periods  of 
the  world.  Rachel  ran  to  tell  her  father,  (r.  12) — Laban 
ran  to  meet  Jacob,  (v.  13) — Rebckah  ran  to  tell  her  mother, 
(xxiv.  28.)  It  is  a  minute,  some  would  say,  a  ridiculously 
trifling  thing  to  single  out ;  but  I  like  to  contemplate  human 
nature  in  the  stability  even  of  its  lesser  evolutions — the  same 
as  now  thousands  of  years  back.  >Vhen  a  child  is  filled  with 
any  strong  emotion  by  a  surprising  event  or  intelligence,  it 
runs  to  discharge  it  on  others,  impatient  of  their  sympathy ; 
and  it  marks,  I  can  fancy,  the  simplicity  and  greater  natural¬ 
ness  of  that  period — that  the  grown-up  men  and  women  gave 
unreserved  way  to  their  first  impulses,  even  as  children  did.”  | 
THE  SONG  OF  MOSES.  { 

"  This  noble  poem  is  ascribed  to  Moses  himself ;  and  while  j 
its  poetry  speaks  the  inspiration  of  high  genius,  its  sacredness 
speaks  the  direct  inspiration  of  Heaven.  Such  a  recognition 
of  poetry  and  song  tells  us  that  in  the  service  of  God  there 
should  be  the  exercise,  the  consecrated  exercise,  of  all  the 
powers  which  he  has  given  to  us  ;  and  tells  us  that  in  religion 
the  enjoyment  might  be  as  various  as  are  the  capacities  of 
our  nature.  And  there  is  that  of  sentiment  in  it  which  adapts 
it  to  the  use  of  a  Church  delivered  from  her  enemies  in  all 
ages — nay,  which  fits  and  so  makes  it  to  be  actually  adopted 
for  one  of  the  triumphant  songs  of  eternity.  ...  I  have 
often  felt,  as  in  reading  Milton  or  Thomson,  a  strong  poetical 
effect  in  the  bare  enumeration  of  different  countries,  and  this 
strongly  enhanced  by  the  statement  of  some  common  and 
pervading  emotion  which  passed  from  one  to  another  of  their 
respective  people.  This  is  set  forth  with  great  beauty  and 
power  in  verses  14th  and  15th.” 

It  is  delightful  to  find  this  great  and  good  divine 
mingling  up  with  his  solemn  meditations  the  most 
eminent  secular  writers,  referring  to  them  as  standards 
of  the  beautiful  and  wise,  and  not  hesitating  to  com¬ 
pare  the  threatenings  against  the  Judaean  race  in 
Ileuteronomy  even  with  what  the  genius  of  Scott 
has  imagined  for  their  modem  realization  in  his 
fine  romance  of  Ivaultoe. 

On  one  of  the  ordinances  of  the  Lcvitical  Law, 
which  has  had  much  and  momentous  elfect  in  modem 
history,  Doctor  Chalmers  remarks  : 

"  It  is  remarkable  that  w’hile  there  is  an  express  interdict 
on  the  marriage  of  a  man  with  his  brother’s  wife,  there  is  no 
such  prohibition  against  his  marriage  with  his  wife's 
sister.  In  verse  18,  the  prohibition  is  only  against  marrying 
a  wife's  sister  during  the  life  of  the  first  wile,  which  of  itself 
implies  a  liberty  to  marry  the  sister  after  her  death — beside 
implying  a  connivance  at* polygamy.” 

It  is  to  l>e  added,  however,  that  the  marriage  here 
forbidden,  is,  by  the  supplement  in  Deuteronomy 
(on  which  the  Pharisees  questioned  Christ),  dis¬ 
tinctly  recommended,  where  no  issue  has  been  left, 
for  perpetuation  of  the  elder  line.  That  simple 
Terse  should  have  overthrown  the  whole  shabby  pre¬ 
tence  of  Cranmer,  in  the  afifair  of  Katherine  Tudor  s 
divorce. 

THE  CANDLESTICK  OF  THE  TABERNACLE. 

In  the  description  of  these  various  articles,  it  is  well  to 
observe  that  there  are  parts  not  for  use  only,  but  parts  which 
serve  no  discernible  purpose,  save  that  of  ornament.  The 
candlestick  would  practically  have  answered  all  its  mere 
utilitarian  purposes  as  well  as  though  there  had  been  neither 
knops  nor  flowers ;  and  so  too  might  our  vegetable  structures 
without  so  rich  au  efllorescence  of  gay  and  variegated  blos¬ 
soms.  It  is  pleasing  to  contemplate  such  exhibitions  of 
beauty,  as  designedly  set  forth  by  God  to  regale  the  taste 
and  the  eye  of  man.  Even  our  Saviour  signifies  this  object 
of  the  Divine  workmanship — when  he  says  to  the  lilies  of 
the  field,  that  Solomon  in  all  his  glory  was  not  arrayed  like 
one  of  these.” 

THE  JEWISH  LAW  OF  RELEASE  IN  DEUTERONOMY. 

**  This  law  of  Release  is  applicable  not  to  strangers  but  to 
Jews,  and  not  to  all  Jews  it  would  seem,  but  to  the  poor  of 
them  only,  (verses  4, 7-11.)  Nothing  can  exceed  the  beauty 
and  tenaerness  of  these  injunctions  in  behalf  of  the  poor — 
equal  to  all  that  is  enjoined  us  under  our  new  and  larger 
dispensation.  The  promises  intermingled  with  these  humane 
ana  benevolent  charges,  remind  at  of  the  aphorism,  that 
*  he  who  giveth  to  the  poor  lendeth  unto  the  Lord.'  There  it 
something  quite  touching  in  these  pleadings  and  remon¬ 
strances  from  the  upper  sauctuary  on  oehalf  of  the  poor,  and 
the  strangers,  and  toe  fatherless,  and  the  widows.  And  what 
hcMty  of  expression,  too,  to  which  Shakspeare  seems  all 
alive  when  he  tells  of  a  heart  for  pity,  and  a  hand  opeu  as 
day  for  melting  charity.  That  '  tne  poor  shall  never  cease 
out  of  the  land,'  suggests  the  same  truth  in  the  other  form 
given  to  it  by  our  Saviour,  when  He  says — '  For  the  poor 
ye  have  always  with  you.’  ” 

HEBREW  CIVIL  AND  CRIMINAL  JURISPRUDENCE. 

**  It  were  well  for  a  philosophical  aud  leanied  jurist  to 
confront  the  civil  law  of  tho  Hebrews  given  by  inspiration 
with  the  laws  and  usages  of  the  most  enlightened  nations, 
and  also  with  the  principles  of  his  profession.  Tlie  principle 
of  prevention  by  example,  as  well  as  of  correction  and  re- 
toovai  in  the  particular  instance,  is  here  adverted  to ;  and 
the  nay  in  v  Lkh  tie  rule  of  capital  puuhliwvot  u  giveu

The  first  of  these  additions  to  Mr  Murray’s  well- 
stocked  and  entertaining  library  is  the  re-issue  of  a 
narrative  already  well  known.  Mr  Gleig  is  an  un¬ 
equalled  military  story-teller ;  and  if  his  Washington 
and  New  Orleans  Campaign  is  less  popular  ^an 
others  of  his  books,  it  is  that  the  disastrous  story  is 
somewhat  too  truly  told  in  it.  It  is  nevertheless,  on 
that  account,  a  book  we  would  strongly  recommend 
to  general  perusal.  It  is  a  salutary  thing  to  be 
reminded,  now  and  then,  of  miscarriages  and  dis¬ 
comfitures  ;  and  a  more  notable  example  in  this  way 
than  the  second  American  war,  presenting  so  many 
discreditable  forms  of  bad  management,  incapacity, 
and  unsoldier-like  conduct,  does  not  exist  in  our 
history.  We  are  very  glad  to  have  it  so  plainly  and 
unscrupulously  told  by  Mr  Gleig  (though  his  narra¬ 
tive  is  short  of  the  whole  truth),  and  to  see  it  pub¬ 
lished  in  this  form.  The  fact  of  the  historian  having 
been  himself  present  in  the  campaign,  gives  a  more 
than  usually  animated  tone  to  his  descriptions  ;  and 
his  accounts  of  military  movements  and  ma- 
nceuvrings  have  the  ease  and  clearness  in  which  few 
writers,  to  our  thinking,  have  equalled  him.  It  is  a 
sad  story  at  the  best— this  conflict  of  men  of  the 
same  family,  speaking  the  same  language,  and  pos¬ 
sessed  by  the  same  indomitable  spirit ;  and  some  of 
the  close  and  desperate  encounters  recorded  by  Mr 
Gleig  remind  us  of  nothing  so  much  as  the  scenes  of 
our  (ireat  Civil  War.  There  is  a  brief  mention  of 
the  field  of  a  bloody  skirmish  in  which  the  writer  had 
himself  taken  the  leading  part  ( preceding  that  ill- 
fated  attack  on  New  Orleans  of  which  not  tho  least 
memorable  circumstance  was  that  the  English  scaling 
party  had  forgotten  to  bring  their  scaling  ladders  ! ) 
at  once  recalling  what  is  told  of  ^larston  INIoor. 
Never  may  such  scenes  return  1 

"  I  have  frequently  beheld  a  greater  number  of  dead 
bodies  withiu  as  narrow  a  compass,  though  these,  to  speak 
the  truth,  were  numerous  enough,  but  wounds  more  uisfi- 
guring  or  more  horrible  I  certainly  never  witnessed.  A  man 
shot  through  the  head  or  heart  lies  as  if  be  were  in  a  deep 
slumler  ;  insomuch  that  when  vou  gaze  upon  him  you  expe¬ 
rience  little  else  than  pity.  But  of  these,  many  had  met 
their  deaths  from  bayonet  wounds,  sabre  cuts,  or  heavy  blows 
from  tho  butt  ends  of  muskets ;  and  the  consequence  was, 
that  not  only  were  the  wounds  themselves  exceedingly 
frightful,  but  the  very  countenances  of  the  dead  exhibited 
the  most  savage  end  ghastly  expressions.  Friends  and  foe 
lay  together  in  small  groups  of  tour  or  six,  nor  was  it  difficul* 
to  tell  almost  tho  very  nand  by  which  some  of  them  had 
fallen.  Nay,  such  had  been  the  deadly  closeness  of  the 
strife,  that  in  one  or  two  places  an  English  and  American 
soldier  might  be  seen  with  tho  bayonet  of  each  fastened  in 
tho  other’s  body.” 

The  little  book  of  Indian  Manners  and  Customs  is 
the  work  of  a  clergyman  appointed  to  a  chaplaincy 
in  India  five  years  ago,  who  died  after  three  years’

Greece.’  Newby. 

These  Letters,  originally  published  in  the  Spectator y 
embody  the  results  of  reading  and  inquiry  during 
the  course  of  a  recent  excursion  in  Switzerland,  and 
present  facts  and  reasonings  on  the  dissentions  in 
progress  which  are  well  deserving  of  attention.  The 
condition  of  Swiss  federal  politics,  and  the  various 
interruptions  of  the  *‘  pact’^  since  1815,  are  calmly 
and  logically  stated,  and  the  attempted  clerical  ag¬ 
gressions  of  the  last  seven  years  (more  especially) 
very  forcibly  described.  The  letters  are  valuable 
foV  the  absence  of  any  heated  party  tone,  for  their 
fair  distribution  of  blame  and  praise,  and  for  the 
general  justice  of  their  results.  Mr  Grote’s  habits 
of  thought^  and  the  studies  which  engage  his  atten¬ 
tion,  have  given  an  air  of  historic  ihvestigation  and 
abstract  reflection  to  his  inquiry  which  impresses 
tho  reader  favourably,  and  might  dispose  even 
partizans  of  the  Sonderbund  to  receive  its  conclu¬ 
sions  respectfully.  Briefly  Mr  Grote’s  view  is  that 
the  real  pivot  of  the  late  Swiss  federal  discussions 
has  been  not  so  much  the  disputed  competence  of 
Canton  against  Diet,  as  the  struggle  for  ascendancy 
between  the  Catholic  Church  and  the  political 
power.  It  is  a  conflict  between  the  lay  power  and 
the  priest  power,  with  the  peculiarity  that  tho  war 
is  waged  on  both  sides  through  Democratical  forms. 
Mr  Grote  has  a  remark  at  the  close  of  tho  Preface 
to  his  Letters  (which  we  again  commend  to  the  at¬ 
tention  which  an  able  thinker  and  a  very  honest  man 
is  always  entitled  to  receive),  with  which  it  is  need¬ 
less  to  say  we  heartily  concur,  though  wo  believe 
the  danger  anticipated  no  longer  greatly  to  be 
feared.  “  Whatever  may  be  the  internal  elements  of 
disturbance  under  which  Switzerland  now  labours, 
none  of  them  will  bo  removed,  several  of  them  will 
be  aggravated,  and  many  new  causes  of  mischief  in¬ 
troduced,  by  an  armed  foreign  intervention.  A  par¬ 
tition  of  Switzerland  arranged  between  M.  Guizot 
and  Prince  Metternich,  under  the  name  of  protec¬ 
tion  to  the  Sonderbund,  will  be  a  heavy  price  for 
the  country  to  pay  for  the  continuance  of  the  bles¬ 
sings  of  Jesuitism,  and  for  tho  maintenance  of  what 
the  foreign  protector  may  choose  to  call  peace.  It 
is  disgraceful  enough  that  the  French  Minister  has 
tried  to  smuggle  arms  and  ammunition  from  tho 
arsenal  at  Besanqon  across  the  Swiss  frontier :  let 
us  hope  at  least  that  the  generous  sympathies  of  the 
French  people  will  counteract  his  disposition  to  in¬ 
flict  yet  worse  evils  upon  an  already  embarrassed 
neighbour.”

The  Correspondents’  Columns  in  the  Penny  Peri¬ 
odicals. — One  of  the  roost  curious  features  in  these  periodi¬ 
cals  is,  that  they  profess  to  give  advice  and  instruction  to 
their  individual  readers  upon  alroost  every  su^ect.  Their 
ability  to  do  so  is  often  tested.  From  one  to  four  columns 
are  devoted  weekly  to  resolving  the  difficulties  and  sharing 
the  confidence  of  their  readers.  It  certainly  exhibits  a 
strange  lack  of  trustworthy  authorities  and  instructors  Co 
whom  the  artisan  or  peasant  roieht  apply  for  advice  aud  aid, 
in  his  own  neighbourhood,  that  ne  should  be  forced  to  apply 
and  trust  to  an  unknown  and  irresponsible  personage  who 
stands  behind  the  London  Journal  or  the  Family  Jierald 
for  the  solution  of  his  diffioulties.  These  questions  are  about 
almost  every  conceivable  subject ;  but  we  notice  that  agoodly 
number  of  those  which  are  aadressed  to  the  London  Journal 
have  reference  to  the  studies  or  the  reading  of  the  applicants. 
It  would,  of  course,  be  too  much  to  expect  that  the  conduc¬ 
tors  of  such  periodicals  should  be  able  to  give  sound  adrieo 
and  exact  intormation,  from  the  best  mode  of  bolding  a  yea 
up  to  the  subtleties  of  German  grammar ;  but  the  miscoief 
is,  that  they  consider  themselves,  according  to  the  terms  of 
their  self-imposed  task,  bound  to  give  an  answer,  whether 
it  be  right  or  wrong.  A  ludicrous  instance  of  the  sonndnesa 
of  the  information  thus  conveyed  lies  now  under  onr  eye. 
R.S.P.  writes  to  know  how  to  pronounce  Gtfthe.  After  an  un¬ 
intelligible  flourish  about  diphtnongs,  silent  letters,  and  mute 
aspirates,  the  editor  thus  concludes  We  may  safely  say, 
wuhout  the  chance  of  leading  you  into  an  error,  that  Gothe  is 
pronounced  Guhrter.'’  The  Familu Heraldh  a  purely  domestic 
magazine  ;  and  is  also  decidedly  tne  least  offensive  of  its  class.

But  the  supply  of  labour  by  immigration  was  the  re¬ 
source  for  which  it  was  conceived  that  the  assistance  of 
Her  Majesty’s  Government  might  he  chiefly  made  available  ; 
and  I  lost  no  lime  in  considering  by  what  means  this  as¬ 
sistance  might  be  given.  The  expense  of  the  transport  of 
Coolies  from  Briti.-h  India  was  such  as  to  excite  doubts  on  the 
part  of  the  Jamaica  Assembly  as  to  the  expediency  of 
cairying  that  immigration  forward,  and  1  saw  much  reason 
to  apprehend  that  these  doubts  were  well-founded,  and 
that  this  immigration  could  not  be  conducted  on  any 
terms  which  would  render  it  adequately  remunerative.  It 
remained  to  establish,  if  possible,  an  extended  emigra¬ 
tion  from  the  parts  of  Africa  where  slavery  does  not  pre¬ 
vail,  and  whence  an  intelligent  and  serviceable  class  of 
emigrants  might  be  procured.  Alter  every  practicable 
inquiry  Had  been  made  in  this  country  as  to  the  prospect 
of  succeeding  in  such  an  attempt.  Her  Majesty's  steam- 
khip  Growler  was  despatched  to  the  Kroo  coast  for 
emigrants  ;  and,  although  she  has  been  (or  the  moment 
diverted  fioin  the  prosecution  of  that  particular  service  by 
the  occu  rence  of  an  opportunity  of  conveying  a  large 
number  of  liberated  Africans  to  the  West  Indies,  the 
intelligence  which  has  been  received  by  no  means  abates 
the  hopes  which  have  been  entertained,  aud  she  has  gone 
bark  to  Africa  with  the  additional  advantage  of  conveying 
thither,  as  delegates  from  British  Guiana  and  Trinidad, 
between  100  and  200  Kroomen  and  other  Africans.  These 
per-ons  have  been  exceedingly  prosperous  in  British 
Guiana,  and  they  return  to  their  country  with  large  sums 
of  money,  the  earnings  of  their  labours  in  the  West  Indies; 
twenty-nine  of  them  having  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the 
captain  ot  the  Growler  no  less  a  sum  than  571/.  lOd. 

1  am  not,  therefore,  without  hope  that  the  succeeding 
operations  of  (he  Growler  may  realize  the  prospect  of 
emigrants  being  obtained  from  the  Kroo  coast  in  large 
numbers,  and  Her  Majesty’s  Government  are  prepared  to 
take  prompt  measures  for  conveying  them  to  the  West 
Indies  with  the  least  outlay  which  may  be  found  to  be 
compatible  with  the  proper  conduct  of  the  service."  Lord

It  was  reported  in  Paris,  on  Thursday,  that  Bamn  de 
Mackau,  late  Minister  of  Marine,  would  bo  appointed 
Ambassador  of  France  at  Turin. 

M.  Von  Zugazouski,  president  of  the  tribunal  for 
political  offences,  was  murdered  at  Cracow  on  the  4th,  at 
eight  o’clock  in  the  evening.  He  had  gone  out  at  that 
hour  attended  by  an  orderly,  when  he  was  suddenly  fired 
at  by  some  jiersons  lying  in  ambush,  aud  killed  upon  the 
spot. 

M.  Nordin,  the  Swedish  Ambassador  at  St  Petersburgh, 
has,  according  to  the  *  Daylisgt  Allehande,’  sent  informa¬ 
tion  that  the  cholera  is  travelling  on  with  such  speed 
that  it  is  now  scarcely  eighteen  miles  from  St  Peters¬ 
burg,  and  will  doubtless  soon  appear  in  the  capital  itself. 
In  Moscow  it  has  assumed  a  comparatively  mild  cha¬ 
racter. 


WIKDIKO-UP  or  ACCOUNTS. 

Thk  Shaftisburt  and  Hihton  Bank. — A  meeting

Messrs  Lawrence,  Phillips,  and  Co. — The  meeting 
of  the  creditors  of  this  firm  took  place  on  Tuesday,  Mr 
Bonar  in  the  chair,  of  the  firm  Thomson,  Bonar,and  Co., 
who  observed  that  he  never  had  seen  so  "  extraordinary  ” 
a  statement  as  that  submitted  to  the  meeting,  showing 
such  a  surplus  as  it  did.

Greece. — Scene  in  the  Athenian  Council  Criu- 
BKR. — The  split  in  the  cabinet  has  so  far  increased,  that 
Messrs  Rigas  and  Tzavellas  came  to  blows  about  it  the 
other  day  in  the  senate  house.  It  appears  that,  during 
the  sitting  of  the  council,  and  whilst  discussing  the 
affairs  of  the  nation,  M.  Rigas  Palamedes,  the  Minister 
of  the  Interior,  proposed  the  immediate  settlement  of 
the  Turkish- Hellenic  questiem,  by  according  the  satisfac¬ 
tion  demanded  by  the  Porte.  No  sooner  was  this  pro¬ 
posed  than  up  jumped  the  president,  with  his  face  as 
impassioned  as  a  turkey-cock,  who  exclaimed,  **  What 
do  you  say  t  Give  satisfaction  to  the  Porte?  Never,  sir, 
never,  while  Tzavellae  sits  as  president  of  this  cabinet !” 
This  rude  speech  raised  the  dander  of  Rigas,  who  abused 
Tzavellas  in  such  “  good  set  terms  ”  as  would  have  been  no 
disgrace  to  the  classic  purlieus  of  the  St  Giles’s  of  Athens. 
Tzavellas,  with  true  Spartan  valour,  then  struck  Rigas  a 
blow  on  the  head ;  this  Rigas  returned  by  throwing  a 
stool  at  the  president’s  head ;  it  fell,  however,  into  the 
annt  of  the  Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs.  Some  of  the 
ministers,  who  are  no  admirers  of  the  '‘manly  art,” 
rushed  out  of  the  scene  of  tumult,  leaving  the  pariies  to 
fight  it  out. 

Relief  for  the  Mauritius. — The  measures  of  relief 
offered  by  government  are  an  advance  of  91.  per  ton 
upon  all  sugars  to  be  exported  from  the  colony,  lent 
upon  the  credit  of  the  sugars  so  exported  ;  a  guarantee 
for  the  export  of  rice  from  continental  India  to  feed  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Mauritius ;  and  the  establishment  of 
a  bank,  of  which  Mr  T.  B.  Macaulay’s  brother  is  to  be 
the  president  and  manager — this  bank  to  issue  paper 
money,  convertible,  however,  on  demand,  to  so  low  an 
amount  as  five  rupees  -  about  lOs.

amongst  the  people  in  the  yard.  Mr  Church  begged  of 
deceased  to  remove,  as  she  was  then  sUnding  with  her  hand 
on  the  lock  of  the  door ;  but,  instead  of  so  doing,  the  insUnt 
the  rocket  exploded,  she  ran  into  the  wash-house,  when  the 
sparks  from  the  rocket  entered,  and  alighting  on  the  box  of 
fireworks,  the  whole  exploded,  setting  fire  to  the  deceased  s 
dress  and  filling  the  place  with  sulphur.  As  soon  as  possible 
deceased  was  got  out,  when  she  was  found  to  be  most 
dreadfully  burned.— By  a  Juror:  The  fireworks  provided 
had  been  sent  by  some  one  to  the  station  to  be  forwarded 
to  Margate,  and  to  be  left  at  the  terminus  there  till  called 
for.  It  being  illegal  to  send  fireworks  by  railway,  and 
one  of  the  clerks  suspecting  the  contents  of  the  box,  had 
the  same  opened ;  as  it  was  ordered  by  the  directors  that 
in  the  event  of  any  fireworks  being  discovered  they  were  to 
be  destroyed  by  some  means,  and  therefore  the  box  bad 
been  detajned.— The  Coroner  :  There  is  a  heavy  penalty 
for  persons  sending  fireworks  by  rail  I— Witness  :  L)id  not 
endeavour  to  find  out  the  party  who  sent  them,  as  it  was 
not  bis  business.— The  Coroner:  Surdif  it  teas  some  person’s 
business.  You  say  it  is  illegal  to  send  such  dangerous 
articles  by  railway,  and  that  heavy  penalties  are  recoverable 
from  parties  so  sending,  and  yet  no  attempt  is  made  by 
you  to  find  out  the  person  who  brought  this  box  to  your 
station. — Witness :  /  dare  say  the  superintendent  ojf  the 
station  has  made  inquiries  about  the  case.— Mr  Taylor,  sur¬ 
geon,  proved  that  he  w'as  called  in  on  the  night  in  question, 
to  see  the  deceased.  On  his  arrival  he  found  her  lying  in 
the  kitchen,  much  burned  over  the  head,  face,  neck,  and 
breasts.  The  usual  remedies  were  applied  without  success, 
and  she  expired  on  Sunday  morning. — Mr  J.  Fothergill, 
superintendent  of  the  Bricklayers’  Arms  goods  depot,  said 
that  he  recollected  a  box  being  taken  to  uie  station  about 
two  months  since.  It  was  suspected  to  contain  combustibles, 
and  was  therefore  opened  and  detained.  Did  not  know  to 
whom  it  was  directed.  They  had  every  reason  to  believe  that 
the  person  who  sent  the  fireworks  was  the  same  person  as 
they  were  directed  to.  A  person  called  at  the  London 
station  two  days  after  the  box  was  left  and  inquired  if  it 
had  gone  to  Margate. — The  Coroner:  You  could  have 
followed  him  and  have  seen  where  he  went  to,  or  you  could, 
on  finding  the  box  filled  with  fireworks,  have  emptied  it,  then 
sent  it  to  Margate,  and  on  the  party  applying  at  Margate  for  it 
have  given  him  into  custody.  It  certainly  appears  most 
extraordinary  that  these  articles  should  hav«  been  left  at 
your  terminus,  and  no  trouble  taken  to  find  out  the  guilty 
parties. — By  a  Juror  :  Did  not  recollect  that  they  were  on 
the  premises  ftVf  t/uy /’’a trl:es-(fay,  and  being  apprehensive 
that  an  explosion  might  happen,  and  the  Company’s  property 
get  damaged,  gave  orders  that  they  should  be  taken  into  the 
yard  and  destroyed. — A  Juror  :  Surely  there  is  some  better 
way  of  getting  rid  of  these  articles  than  setting  fire  to  Vtem. 
Water  would  have  been  the  best  means  of  destroying  them. 
— By  the  Coroner  :  Had  not  reported  the  circumstance  to 
any  qf  the  officials,  but  believea  the  directors  had  been  in¬ 
formed  of  it.— The  Coroner:  It  seems  most  extraordinary  that 
although  you  have  the  power  of  indicting  heavy  penalties  on 
persons  so  offending,  yet  no  attempts  arc  made  to  find  them, 
and,  as  fur  as  we  can  learn,  the  case  is  not  even  reported  to 
the  directors. — Mr  F.  H.  Church  stated  that  he  was  chief 
clerk  at  the  Bricklayers’  Arms  railway  station.  He  was 
present  when  the  explosion  occurred.  He  had  ordered,  after 
a  great  many  fireworks  had  been  discharged,  that  they 
should  be  removed  to  the  luggage  bank,  Mr  Fothergill  having 
refused  to  let  any  more  off.  The  sparks,  however,  fell  in 
such  directions  that  witness  considered  the  luggage-boxes 
might  be  in  some  danger,  and  he  had  them  removed. — The 
learned  Coroner  having  summed  up,  the  jury  returned  a 
verdict  That  the  deceased,  Isabella  Bartrope,  was  acci- 
dentlv  burned  to  death  by  an  explosion  of  fireworks ;  ”  and 
added,  **  that  they  considered  it  was  through  the  loose  manner 
in  which  the  business  at  the  Bricklayers’  Arms  station  it  done  ; 
and  they  also  considered  that  great  blame  is  attached  to  the 
directors  of  the  South-Eastern  Railway  Company  in  not 
giving  sufficient  and  proper  iiistnictions  to  their  servants.” 
— The  Coroner  perfectly  coincided  with  the  remarks  of  the 

jury. - The  local  papers  contain  several  very  distressing 

accounts  of  accidents  arising  frem  the  **  amusement”  of  let¬ 
ting  off  fireworks.  At  Manchester  a  boy  was  killed  by  the 
bursting  of  a  small  cannon,  made  out  of  an  old  gas-pipe  1” 
In  the  same  place,  another  boy  died  in  consequence  of  some 
sparks  from  a  squib  igniting  a  quantity  cf  firev  orks  which  he 
carried  in  his  trowsers  pocket,  and  burning  him  in  a  dreadful 
manner.  At  Lewes  the  demonstrations  in  houour  of  Quy 
Fawkes  assumed  the  shape  of  positive  riots,  and  made  the 
interference  of  the  police  necessary. 
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the  caravans,  which  was  heavily  laden,  with  a  greater 
breadth  at  top  than  at  bottom,  drew  up  close  to  the  kerb, 
when,  on  coming  opposite  to  No.  70,  which  ia  in  the  occupa¬ 
tion  of  Mr  Cockburn,  toyman,  the  front  of  whuie  house  is 
one  of  the  old  projecting  ones,  extending  4  feet  7  inches 
beyond  the  line  of  houses,  the  heavy  packed  load  caught 
against  the  projecting  front.  The  carman  not  being  aware 
of  the  danger,  and  having  a  powerful  team,  whipped  his 
horses,  which  made  them  go  forward,  when  a  terrible  ciash 
was  heard,  and  in  an  instant  the  projecting  portion  canr  a 
down.  The  police-constable  on  duty  was  knocked  down 
by  some  of  ibe  falling  timbers,  but  sustained  no  serious 
injuries. 

Singular  Death. — On  the  2nd  instant,  a  young  couple, 
who  had  been  married  that  morning,  resolved  to  pass  a 
few  days  of  the  honeymoon  in  Brussels,  and  accordingly 
took  the  train  for  that  city.  On  their  arrival  at  Malines 
the  husband  got  out  of  the  train  to  procure  some  refresh¬ 
ments  fur  his  wife;  but  unfortunately  the  train  proceeded 
on  its  course  before  his  return.  He  immediately  resolved 
to  hire  a  two-horse  conveyance  to  Brussels  (about  four 
French  leagues  distant),  and  soon  started  on  his  journey. 
Towards  nightfall  a  very  thick  fog  (the  first  of  the  season) 
arose.  All,  however,  went  well,  until  the  carriage  reached 
one  of  the  suburbs  of  Brussels,  near  Lacken,  when  the 
driver,  not  seeing  his  way  clearly,  drove  off  the  highroad 
into  the  canal.  The  unfortunate  individual  in  the  carriage, 
having  no  means  of  extricating  himself,  was  drowned,  as 
were  also  the  two  horses.  The  coachman  contrived  to 
jump  off  hii  seat  and  to  save  himself  by  swimming.  Mean¬ 
time  the  wife  arrived  at  her  place  of  destination,  where 
she  passed  the  night.  The  next  morning,  finding  that  lier 
husband  did  not  arrive  by  any  of  the  trains  from  Malmcs, 
she  became  greatly  alarmed,  and  spoke  on  the  subject  to 
some  of  the  gentlemen  connected  with  the  railway.  About 
10  p.m.  the  accident  became  known  to  them,  and  they  sent 
off  an  express  to  Antwerp  in  order  10  communicate  it  to  the 
family  of  the  deceased.  Hit  brother  immediately  went  up 
to  town,  and  after  having  given  the  first  orders  respecting 
the  body  of  his  unfortunate  relative,  conducted  the  widow 
of  the  deceased  back  to  Antwerp,  where,  after  much  pre¬ 
caution,  she  learned,  for  the  first  time,  the  melancholy  in¬ 
telligence. 

Fatal  Railway  Collision. — A  collision,  attended 
with  fatal  consequences,  occurred  on  Tuesday  about  mid¬ 
way  between  Warrington  and  Crewe,  on  the  London  and 
North-Western  railway.  It  appears  that  a  heavily  laden 
luggage-train  left  Liverpool  for  Birmingham  that  morning, 
and  that  when  it  had  re.iched  Winsford,  a  train  of  cual- 
I  waggons  suddenly  emerged  from  the  sidings,  and  both 
trains  ran  violently  into  each  other,  and  caused  a  tremoii- 
duus  collision.  Some  idea  of  the  force  of  this  collision  may 
be  gathered  from  the  tact  that  the  waggons  attached  to 
both  trains  were  completely  thrown  off  the  line,  and  more 
or  less  injured  ;  that  the  engine  of  the  up-irain  was  over¬ 
turned  and  damaged,  and  that  the  engine-driver  was  killed 
upon  the  spot.  The  impassable  state  of  the  road,  rendered 
to  by  the  broken  waggons,  and  scattered  coals  and  luggage, 
caused  the  down  mail-train  from  London  to  be  an  hour 
behind  time. 

Emigrants  to  America. — Since  the  general  turn  oct 
at  Ashton,  Dukinfield,  and  Mossley  large  numbers  of 
factory  workers  have  sold  all  their  I  dusehuld  furniture,  10 
raise  whatever  money  they  could,  and  have  embark  -d  fur 
America,  in  the  expectiun  of  meeting  with  a  livelihood, 
which  they  maintain  they  cannot  obtain  in  their  own  coun¬ 
try. — *  Liverpool  Mercury.* 

Suicide  op  the  Count  Comer. — A  letter  from 
Audernick  (Pas  de  Calais),  brings  an  account  of  Count 
Comer  having  committed  suicide.  After  his  recent  con¬ 
demnation  for  a  criminal  offencr,  the  Count  was  in  a  state 
of  great  excitement— so  much  so  that  his  family  deemed  it 
necessary  to  cause  a  domestic  to  accompany  him  in  his 
excursion*.  On  Monday  afternoon  he  was  out  shooting  in 
the  wood  in  which  the  affair  occurred,  when  he  made  some 
pretext  to  leave  the  domestic  fur  a  few  minutes,  and  retired 
behind  a  clump  of  trees.  Shortly  after  an  explosion  was 
heard,  and  on  hastening  to  the  spot  the  domestic  luund  his 
master  lying  on  the  ground,  weltering  in  his  blood,  and 
quite  dead.  The  count  had  discharged  his  gun  near  his 
heart,  causing  instantaneous  death.  The  Count  Cusiav  de 
Comer  was  thirty  years  of  age.  He  was  rich,  and  had  been 
married  for  some  years  to  Mdlle  de  Parte  de  Pressey,  be¬ 
longing  to  one  of  the  oldest  and  wealthiest  families  of  the 
province  of  the  Artois.  He  was  the  father  of  three  children, 
and  had  always  led  a  calm  and  happy  life.  He  was  de- 
cended  from  the  artillery  Ceneral  de  Comer,  whose  name 
is  frequently  cited  in  the  accounts  of  the  wars  of  the  time  of 
Louis  XIV,  and  who  gave  his  name  to  a  mortar  which  he 
invented.  The  Procureur  du  Roi  had  appealed  against 
the  sentence  on  the  Count  de  Comer,  as  not  being  suf¬ 
ficiently  severe. 

Committal  of  Prince  Albert. — In  the  alphabetical 
calendar  of  the  prisoners  now  under  committal  for  terms 
of  imprisonment  in  Reading  Caol,  is  the  following  singular 
entry: — ** Prince  Albert,  convicted  by  John  Higgs,  Esq.,  for 
breaking  windows  in  the  Union  Workhouse,  Maidenhead; 
two  calendar  months’  bard  labour.”  The  man’s  name  is, 
of  course,  Albert  Prince. 

Highway  Robberies  in  France. — The  diligence  from 
Vannes  to  Lorient  was  stopped  on  the  Srd  inst.,  at  half 
past  six  in  the  morning,  in  the  wood  of  Pont  SMe,  by  about 
a  doxen  men,  who,  by  a  discharge  of  fire  arms,  killed  two 
of  the  horses.  Two  gendarme*,  who  escorted  the  diligence 
in  consequence  of  70,000f.  of  government  money  being  in 
the  vehicle,  attempting  to  resist,  were  fired  at  in  their  turn, 
and  one  killed.  The  ottier  at  once  rode  off  at  hard  as  he 
could,  to  convey  the  intelligence  to  Auray.  40,000r.  were 
carried  off  by  the  robbers.  For  some  time  past  the  roads 
in  the  south  of  France  have  been  infested  by  highwaymen, 
whose  exploits  and  whose  exquisite  politeness  to  their  vic¬ 
tims  equal  those  of  their  most  renowned  and  most  accom¬ 
plished  predeitsfurs.

Progress  of  the  Asiatic  Cholera.— On  Tuesday 
evenirtg  a  meeting  of  the  Worcester  town  council  was  held 
at  which  Mr  Cuuncellor  Arrowsmith  read  the  followine 
communication  from  Falmouth  “  A  case  of  cholera  on 
board  a  ship  from  the  Black  Sea  has  occurred  here;  shin 
placed  under  quaraniirie.  Another  ship  arrived'  with  a 
foul  bill  of  health  ;  under  quarantine.”  This  fell  disease 
being  now  at  our  very  doors,  the  speaker  brought  the 
matter  before  the  council  with  the  view  of  taking  some 
steps  to  be  prepared  for  the  event  should  the  scouige  visit 
Worcester.  The  following  re-oluliun  on  the  subject  was 
unanimously  adopted: — ”  That  a  committee  be  appointed 
with  a  view  to  consult  the  medical  gentlemen  of  the  city 
as  to  the  propriety  of  forming  a  board  of  health,  to  adopt 
such  precautionary  measures  as  may  be  deemed  necessary 
in  consequence  of  the  threatened  approach  of  the  Asiatic 
cholera.”  A  committee  with  as  imilar  object  was  appointed 
by  the  Gloucester  council  on  Friday  last. 

Depression  in  the  Carpet  Trade.— The  'New¬ 
castle  Advertiser  *  says,  in  consequence  of  the  great  de¬ 
pression  in  trade,  the  firm  of  Messrs  Winpenny,  Middleton, 
and  Co.,  of  Barnardcastle,  have  suspended  their  works  for 
the  present,  and  a  great  number  of  hands  have  been  thrown 
off  work.  Several  of  the  workmen  belonging  to  the  other 
manufactories  have  not  had  a  single  job  for  several  weeks 
past ;  the  remainder  are  only  partially  employed.  Great 
distress  prevails  in  the  neighbourhood. 

Robbery  in  St  James’s  Park.— In  the  course  of 
Tuesday  night  some  thieves  stole  the  whole  of  the  lead 
from  the  roof  of  Marlborough  Lodge,  in  St  James’s  Park. 
Two  sentries  were  on  duty  within  a  few  yards  of  the  place, 
but  neither  of  them  heard  the  slightest  noise,  nor  saw 
anything  to  excite  their  suspicion. 

Great  Demand  for  Warlike  Stores.— Such  is  the 
demand  for  military  stores  in  consequence  of  the  vast  in¬ 
crease  of  guns  and  carriages  required  for  the  coast  de¬ 
fences,  and  the  advanced  ships  preparing  for  commission, 
that  orders  have  been  received  at  Woolwich  for  the  entry 
of  mure  than  one  hundred  mechanics  and  labourers  lor  the 
royal  carriage  department  of  the  Royal  Arsenal.  The 
establishment  now  employs  more  men  than  it  did  during 
the  war  of  1814. 

Transportation  to  England. — G.  Bevis,  of  Char- 
mouth,  Dorset,  was  convicted  of  theft  before  the  Gueiniey 
court,  on  Saturday  last,  and  the  court  condemned  him 
to  two  months’  imprisonment,  and  at  the  expiration 
thereof  to  be  transported  to  England  for  the  term  ol  three 
years  ’.—‘Jersey  News.* 

Stoppage  of  Railway  Works. — A  body  of  police, 
upwards  of  a  thousand  strong,  has  been  despatched  via 
the  North-Western  line,  to  the  scene  of  the  stoppage  of 
the  great  railway  works. 

Mutiny  at  Malta. — A  Malta  letter  of  the  Srd  inst. 
states  that  a  mutiny  look  place  in  the  night  of  the  21st 
ult.  on  board  the  Superb,  eighty  guns,  in  consequence  of 
an  order  of  Commander  Wilmot  forbidding  the  men  to 
smoke.  The  mutineers  extinguished  the  lights,  broke  the 
crockery  belonging  to  their  messes,  and  insulted  their 
officers.  At  ten  o’clock,  however,  they  had  returned  to 
their  duty,  thanks  to  the  firmness  of  Commander  Wilmot, 
and  several  of  the  mutineers  were  placed  in  ironr. 


ACCIDENTS  AND  OCCURRENCES. 

W  Murder  at  a  Railway  Station.— An  atrocious  crime 
was  committed  at  Dresden,  on  the  30th  ult.  At  about  ten 
o’clock  iu  the  morning  a  well-dressed  young 'man  entered 
the  railway  station  and  walked  about  for  some  tiniB  in  an 
agitated  state,  smoking  a  cigar.  All  at  once  be  rushed 
towards  a  young  female  who  was  about  to  enter  a  carriage, 
and  drawing  a  pistol  from  his  pocket  discharged  it  at  her. 
The  ball  entered  her  heart,  and  she  died  immediately. 
Tha  murderer  then  drew  another  pistol  from  his  pocket, 
and  placed  the  barrel  of  It  in  his  mouth,  but  Just  as  ne  waa 
•bout  Co  pull  the  trigger,  his  arm  was  seised  by  a  bystander, 
end  the  bell  lodged  in  the  ceiling.  The  murderer  was 
immediately  arrested  and  placed  in  gaol.  He  is  the  tra¬ 
velling  clerk  for  a  manufactory  of  arms  at  Liege.  The 
young  Ifemale  beloaged  to  a  respectable  family  at  Berlin, 
and  had  been  carried  off  by  the  murderer.  Her  father  and 
mother  having  followed  and  overtaken  her,  inaisled  thst 
•he  should  return  hone,  and  she  was  about  to  set  out  with 
them  on  her  return  when  the  murder  was  committed. 

Fatal  Duel. — On  the  Srd  inst.  towards  dusk  a  duel 
with  pistols,  which  terminated  fatally,  took  place  at  Gend 
Brug^  near  Ghent,  between  M.  Lange,  an  officer,  and  M. 
Rcnandeyn.of  Bruges,  who  was  some  years  ago  brought  be¬ 
fore  the  Court  of  Assise  of  Brussels  on  a  charge  of  having 
committed  a  forgery,  to  the  prejudice  of  a  lady  at  Louvain, 
with  whom  he  had  relations.  M.  Rcnandeyn  obtained 
pardon  of  the  lady  in  q^uestion.  This  lady  is  said  to  have 
been  the  cause  of  the  duel.  At  the  fifth  shot  the  ball  en¬ 
tered  the  bod^  of  Monsieur  Renandeyn,  end  killed  him  on 
the  Boot.  His  body  remained  lying  on  the  ground  till  the 
following  morning,  when  the  Judge  of  Instruction  and  the 
Procurator  repaired  to  the  spot  to  hol.l  an  autopsy, 
Md  proceed  into  the  inquiry.  It  is  said  that  the  officer
